DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Prosecution Application 
The request filed on 6/1 1/02 for a Request for Continued Examination under 37 CFR 
1.114 based on parent Application No. 09/708,085 is acceptable and a RCE has been established. 
An action on the CPA follows. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 ofthis title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3, 5-7, 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Akahori et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,218,299) in view of Homma et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,420,075) 
or Kobayashi et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,214,748). 

Akahori et al. substantially discloses a method of forming a semiconductor device which 
includes: forming metal line (14, fig. 7a+), depositing an interlayer insulating film (13a) made of 
fluorine-containing organic film between the metal lines (14) using a material gas containing 
fluorocarbon as a main component in a reactor chamber of plasma processing apparatus, (col. 4, 
lines 30+, col. 6, lines 50+), wherein the fluorocarbon is C n F m , where n, m are an integer(see col. 
7, lines 40-46), therefore, it is obvious that it includes: C 5 F 8 , C4F6, or C 4 F 6 , densifying the
